Each barrel unscrews, and a thumb-screw on 
each side of the frame permits all the barrels to be with- 
drawn at once.

This pistol is sometimes called an "XVIII Pepperbox." A 
very rare and valuable piece.

Length 8j4 inches, about calibre .81. Marked "Budding, 
Maker" (English). The five barrels are bored out of a 
solid piece of brass and are to be turned by hand from 
right to left and maintain their position by means of a 
snap clutch. There is a bolt in the frame at the bottom 
working longitudinally against the resistance of a spiral 
spring. To cap the arm the bolt is drawn back by means 
of the trigger, and the cap dropped into the cavity of the 
bolt, whereupon the spring of the bolt seats the cap. In 
drawing upon the trigger with the finger of the right hand 
the pressure of the finger is not only backwards but to the 
right. When the bolt is fully drawn back, the trigger finds 
a slight notch on the right side of the arm, which it enters, 
and thereby holds the piece at cock.

At 
what would be the breech of the pistol is attached a wheel 
inch in diameter, which on one side shows a scale regis- 
tering from 10 to 90. One-third of the circumference of 
the wheel is serrated, and the teeth are engaged by the end 
of the above mentioned spring, which is loosened or tight- 
ened by a thumb screw clamp on under side of the bar. The 
powder chamber, which is at the breech, is covered by a 
projection of the wheel, which projection is thrown far- 
ward by the explosion.

This is a very interesting 
piece of unique design, as it is flat, being but l / 2 -mch thick, 
and the breech block is removable for loading and can be 
turned after the first two shots are fired, positioning the 
other two shots. New condition.

Richly blued, engraved all over in foliated design, 
pocketbook case.

Some of these were tried by the U. S. Government, but, 
being unsatisfactory, were discarded, and they are now very 
scarce. The paper cartridge used in this arm was extraor- 
dinary, owing to the fact that the bullet was located in the 
rear of the powder charge, the first shot fired merely having 
the effect of expanding the bullet tightly into the chamber, 
a second cartridge being inserted and fired when the first 
bullet left the gun, and the second was expanded into the 
chamber in readiness for the following cartridge. The 
barrel is only slightly rifled, the rotary motion being im- 
parted to the bullet by the bore being cut on a cencentric, 

under Charles Lancaster's English patent. (Bayonet miss- 
ing.) 

418 U. S. PERCUSSION MUSKET 

Marked "Springfield." Model 1861. This is a new unnred 
specimen, with sling strap. (Bayonet missing.) Rarely 
found in new condition. 



419 JUSTICE PERCUSSION MUSKET 

Calibre .58. Brass mounted. Made by P. S. Justice, Phila- 
delphia, who had a contract with the Government for 10,000 
of these muskets, and, as they were found not to conform 
to specifications, the few that were made were rejected. But 
Justice brought suit and forced the Government to pay for 
the arms that were manufactured. But few of them saw 
service. This one is in new condition, and a piece of great 
rarity. (Ramrod and bayonet missing.)

Calibre .69. Model 1822. Marked "N. Haven" (manu- 
factured by Eli Whitney, who manufactured a great many 
firearms for the Government).

Heavy 40-inch octagon barrel, well rifled, calibre about .44. 
The barrel is marked "A. Angstadt." Full length very fine 
curly maple stock, brass mounted. Hand-made lock. Some 
carving around the comb and in the rear of the cheek piece, 
on which there is an engraved four-pointed silver ornament. 
Also a silver name plate on the comb, and also a very pretty 
fancy engraved brass patchbox. This is an exceptionally 
fine type of rifle, in perfect condition.

Made by James Warner, Spring- 
field, Mass., patent of 1855. These revolving rifles are very 
scarce, as, owing to> the fact that they backfired on account 
of the length of the barrel, they were never successful.

458 RARE PERCUSSION TURRET REVOLVING RIFLE 
Fine 30-inch twist octagon barrel, nicely browned, marked 
"Wilkinson & Son, London." Seven shots, calibre .60. The 
barrel is heavily rifled. The hammer is underneath. A 
finely made piece of very rare design, the frame being 
nicely engraved. 

459 HAMMERLESS PERCUSSION REVOLVING RIFLE 
Seven shots, calibre .50. Marked "Harvey's Patent Exe- 
ter." Interesting piece. (Sights missing, otherwise in 
good condition.) 

460 FRENCH HAMMERLESS DOUBLE BARREL NEE- 

DLE FIRE SHOTGUN 
Length 47^4 inches. About 20-gauge. This gun uses a 
paper cartridge, the powder and shot charges being sepa- 
rated by a wooden wad, a cavity in the bottom of which 
contains the fulminate of mercury priming. In firing, the 
action of pulling the trigger forces a slender steel rod 
through the powder into the mercury.

ARMOR, CANNONS AND MORTARS 



461 HALF SUIT OF ENGRACED ARMOR 

North Italian, 1570. Of the type known as Pisan, having 
decoration in bands which are bordered with lines and 
"roping," and are closely filled with small figures on a 
dotted and blackened background. These figures include 
parts of armor, monsters, musical instruments, arms. The 
present armor consists of pear-schaped helmet (cabasset), 
gorget, breast and back plates, tassets, pauldrons, arm 
defenses and gauntlets. The engraving is worn down on 
some of the pieces, but engraved armor, even fatigue, is 
extremely rare, scarcely one suit extant in a hundred being 
thus decorated, and even then it is apt to contain numerous 
modern pieces. The present armor has modern ear guards, 
one tasset and velvet bordering. 



462 THREE-QUARTER SUIT OF ARMOR 

Comprehensively English and from an historical collection. 
It dates from the beginning of the Seventeenth Century, 
and is of good quality. It consists of short-waisted breast 
and back plates, long continuous hip-and-thigh guards, 
small knee defenses, heavy pauldrons, arm defenses and 
large gauntlets. All elements decorated in bands by file 
lines. This armor was at one time cleaned down to the bare 
metal. It has now been reblued a feu and recolored. Its 
velvet mountings are modern, but its metal parts are nearly 
all of the period.

463 JAPANESE COAT OF MAIL 

Period about 1650. The plates are said to be of tortoise 
shell, but they appear to be of horn. The chains are of 
bronze. Interesting piece, in very good condition. 



464 MORO ARMOR 

A heavy hauberk of plates, Kaban horn connected by brass 
mail. 



465 TWO MODEL FRENCH' CANNONS 

Reproductions in the style of the Seventeenth Century. Or- 
namented at breech with coat-of-arms, and ornamented at 
muzzle. Wheels and carriage ornamented with steel. Hand- 
some pair. Dated 1671. 



466 MODEL CANNON 

The carriage French, of the early Seventeenth Century ; the 
cannon Spanish, of the early Eighteenth Century. The 
wheels have twelve spokes set in hub at angle, The cannon 
has fine dolphins, also ornamented at breech. Brown patina. 
(One wheel damaged.) 



467 FRENCH EARLY MODEL IRON CANNON 

Seventeenth or late Sixteenth Century. Has wheels with 
eight spokes. 



468 FRENCH MODEL MORTAR 

Of the Eighteenth Century. Length, 6y 2 inches. Bore, 
2^2 inches. 



469 VERY UNUSUAL JAPANESE HAND CANNON 

Length 12 inches. The barrel is ornamented with gold and 
silver inlay showing birds and flowers. The grip is of 
bird's head design, inlaid with silver in foliated design. 
Very unusual piece.

470 SIXTEENTH CENTURY ITALIAN CROSSBOW 

Fortification bow with wall rest stock. Heavy bow with 
iron fastenings and stirrup foot rest. Long wooden stock, 
detachable windlass, massive wrought steel trigger guard. 
Ivory handle. Length 48 inches. 



471 GERMAN CROSSBOW 

Late Eighteenth Century. Known as "Poppinjay" cross- 
bow. Has original bowstring, 31 inches long, and the bow 
is 32 inches. This is a sporting piece meant for shooting 
stones, and is in original condition. 



472 RARE GERMAN CROSSBOW 

Length 38^ inches. The bow is 41 inches across, with 
original bow-string. Has detached goat's-foot lever. The 
quarrel or cross-bow bolts were of various forms and were 
used in war and hunting. The frame is wood with steel cap 
butt of the usual form. This is a rare piece. 



473 GERMAN STIRRUP CROSSBOW 

With windlass. Early Sixteenth Century. Length 42^4 
inches, bow 31 inches. Fine old piece.

Early Sixteenth Century, with ratchet and crank. Length

478 GERMAN CROSSBOW 

Length 29 inches. The bow is 27 inches long. By raising 
the lever on top of the stock and pushing forward, the claw 
engages the string. Then the lever is depressed until it 
returns to its original position, when the lever unhinges the 
claw, releasing the string and projecting the missile. The 
prongs and foresight were joined to a wire on which a bead 
was threaded. Such bows were used for prize shooting. 

479 DUTCH CROSSBOW 

Early Seventeenth Century. Length 48^4 inches. The bow 
is 29 inches long. The stock is of mahogany with silver 
mountings, the butt terminating in a large silver acorn, 
"rossbows of this type were used until comparatively re- 
cently in Holland for prize shooting at the "Poppinjay" 
(a wooden bird placed on top of a pole).

The 
lock is very elaborately engraved, shows a huntsman on 
horseback, a hound and a hunter on foot, also a deer, rabbit, 
etc. An ivory inlay shows a grotesque figure representing 
a dragon.

Heavy octagon barrel. Length 45^ inches, about calibre 
.60. An exquisite piece, in perfect state of preservation. 

Stock inlaid with ivory and 
stag horn in form of trophies, battle scenes, Leda and the 
Swan, etc. Chiseled bronze mounts. An old inscription in 
ink on inside of pyrites and spanner box. Period, end of 
Seventeenth Century, and in unusually fine condition.

482 GERMAN WHEEL-LOCK RIFLE 

Length 47 inches. Heavy octagon barrel. The lock plate 
which is inscribed "F. R. Weirer in BRA U" is engraved 
with hunting scene and finely chiseled, as is also the pyrites 
holder and component parts. The stock, which extends to 
within two inches of muzzle, is very elaborately inlaid with 
pearl and stag's horn, with many and curious designs. 
Inlaid in the butt is an etched stag's hmorn scene showing 
a pair of hounds attacking a boar, while on the left side 
opposite lock plate, carved and etched in stag's horn, is a 
running stag and a bird in flight. The lock plate is held in 
by thumb-screws, beneath which is carved in bold relief a 
grotesque animal head. It is not an exaggeration to say the 
entire stock is covered with inlay in pearl and stag's horn. 
A round silver plate in barrel at breech bears in raised 
letters the name "J. R. Zurschel Thatter" as nearly as can 
be distinguished. A piece of exceptional quality.

483 GERMAN WHEEL-LOCK RIFLE 

Rare type. Calibre .38, octagon barrel 36 inches long, 
slightly belled at muzzle. The trigger guard is of iron and 
is indented for fingers. There is a 6^/2-inch inlay of brass 
at breech, muzzle and in the center of the barrel. The stock 
is profusely ornamented with brass, pearl and malachite 
inlay, much of the brass being in form of animals, some of 
grotesque design, others of mythological character. Each 
design is engraved. The lock is of iron, brass plated. The 
stock is studded with brass stars about the size of a pinhead. 
Lock fastened with brass thumb-screws. Marked on breech 
"Hassan Rudiz in Adrene, MDXII." The stock is much 
smaller than is usual, and of peculiar design, known as 
"doe's-foot." Museum piece. 

481 SHORT TURKISH MIGUELET LOCK CARBINE 

Heavy 26-inch octagon barrel, slightly belled. Calibre .54. 
The barrel is held to the stock by five engraved brass 
sleeves, and the rear of the last sleeve is engraved. Pierced 
design brass ornament. Another brass ornament forms the 
trigger plate, and another ornament adorns the stock behind 
the trigger plate. The barrel is marked "Althasar Zellner 
in Zell," with unidentified sunken gold armorer's mark. 
Other ornaments are of engraved pierced design on the 
stock. A rare and unusual old piece, in almost perfect 
condition.

487 ROPER REPEATING SHOTGUN 

Twelve-gauge, four shots. Rotary magazine. Made by 
the Roper Repeating Rifle Co., Amherst, Mass., 1866, under 
S. H. Roper's patent. This was one of the first magazine 
shotguns made in the United States, and it is interesting to 
note that no similar magazine was used in any firearm until 
1 893, when the Savage Arms Co. put out a rotary magazine 
rifle. The Roper is also unique as it has a choker, which is 
threaded on the muzzle of the barrel and could be removed 
if the gun were used for brush shooting when the shot 
would scatter. 

188 VOLCANIC MAGAZINE CARBINE 

Calibre .38. Length 35 inches. The magazine is under the 
barrel, and the cartridges are inserted by pulling forward a 
stud attached to a spiral spring. A section of the magazine 
can, be turned at the muzzle for loading. Pushing down on 
the lever forming the trigger guard cocks the hammer, ejects 
the shell and loads cartridges into barrel. H. Smith and 
D. B. Wesson's Patent, Feb. 14, 1854, who sold the patent 
to the Volcanic Repeating Arms Co., New Haven, Conn. 
The cartridges are unusual, simply a conical bullet with 
brass cartridge case containing powder and a copper primer 
set in the end of the bullet, which is hollowed out. But very 
few of these rifles were made, as they were soon superseded 
by the Henry Magazine Rifle, and are now rare. One of 
the earliest magazine rifles made. This was a forerunner 
of the famous Winchester Repeating Rifle.
